NOTES ON THE ARRANGEMENTS 

1. Except where otherwise stated in the column headed 'Place' in the 
Programme, all Lectures, Group Meetings, Discussions, etc., will 
take place in the St. Andrew's Hall of the ROYAL OVERSEAS 
LEAGUE, Overseas House, Park Place, St. James's, London, S.W.1. 

2. Except where otherwise stated in the column headed 'Place' in the 
Programme, all Visits, Tours, etc., will start from ST. MARGARET'S 
HOTEL, Bedford Place, Russell Square, London, W.C.1. 

3. Cash Allowances for Fares and Meals: 

The allowances are as follows (for Students and Faculty Members) — 
Fares 3/- a day: payable for each weekday, except those on which 
there is a whole-day visit to a place outside London; and except that 
persons living at Peace Haven receive it for those days on which there 
is such a visit, provided they are required to travel to Russell Square 
to join the coach. (Those visits where they are picked up en route 
are noted in the Programme.) 

Lunch 15/- a day: payable for each day, except those on which there 
is a whole-day visit to a place outside London (on which occasions 
lunch is provided), and except those on which a Buffet Lunch is 
provided at the Royal Overseas League. (Those days on which a 
Buffet Lunch is provided are noted in the Programme.) No lunch 
money is payable for Saturdays and Sundays to persons living with 
families or at Peace Haven. 

Dinner 25/- a day: payable for each day, but not to persons living 
with families or at Peace Haven. 

These allowances will be placed in envelopes and handed to Faculty 
Members for them to distribute, as follows: 

(a) on Sunday, 4th January, to cover the period to Friday, 9th 
January inclusive; 

(b) on Friday, 9th January, to cover the period to Friday, 16th 
January inclusive; 

(c) on Friday, 16th January, to cover the period to Friday, 23rd 
January inclusive. 

4. Visits in Groups: 

Some places to be visited have maximum numbers for the size of 
party. These are indicated in the Programme. In such cases, it is 
suggested that Faculty Members shall decide which Students shall 
visit each establishment, according to their interests. In the case of 
the visit to Lloyds, it is requested that Lounge Suits be worn, and 
that no ladies be included in the party.
